PROCEEDINGS IN COURT.

The Testimony Given To-Day—The Witnesses 
—The Evidence. 


Mr. ©. O. Bishop opened the proceedings m 
the Maxwell trial yesterday afternoon with the 
statement for the prosecution. His knowledge 
ot the case was thoroughly aired (and what he 
didn’t know Ashiey Clover, who occupied a 
prompter’s désk, reminded him of). The 
statement began with impartial: generaliza- 
tions concerning the functions of a jury, and 
was continued with a running connected 
story of the crime, as the prosecution 
viewed it. A diagram ot the room 144, South- 
ern Hotel, had been taken, and Mr. Bishop, 
using the chart, showed the position of Prel- 
ler, Maxwell, the trunks and various other 
things connected with the story. The tale 
was circumeptantially and haltingly deliy- 
ered till the climax of the tragedy approached. 
As he détailed the chain of circumstances that 
made up the events of Easter Sunday, Mr. 
Bishop grew dramatic. The purchase of chlo- 
roform in haste at Fernew’s store, with collat- 
eral incidents, was gone over in a rapid culmi- 
native manner, Thechambermaid who entered 
144 to hang some towels, saw Preller sitting at 
the window. ‘‘After that he was never seen 
alive.’’ The sentence was impressively de- 
livered and Maxwell, who had been listening 
intently, winced slightly, but did not change 
-color. He was. conscious that he was being 
narrowly watched, and kept such guard over 
big features as prevented any show of feeling. 
Following this climax Mr. Bishop told of Max. 

well’s many aud curious purchases the next 
day; his agitation, ride to San Francisco, ship. 
ping on the steamer City of Sydney, 
and his arrest at Auckland. The 
web of circumstance was unraveled 
ingeniously,,and the statement occupied two 
hours in delivery. The first exception of the 
defense was noted in the first, half hour. Mr. 
Bishop explained that it was only necessary 
for the prisoner to have thought but one mo- 
ment ot the murder before its commission to 
make it premeditated;“ merely conceiving 
the crime before commission was al! that was 
was necessary. Mr. Fauntlerey objected to 
the prosecution giving any definition of terms 
ot law. Jadge Van Wagoner sustained Mr. 
Bishop and the oxeeption was taken:

Mr. Fauntiero 7 2 degan the cross - am · 
ination, and uzzie the witness by 
suddenly attacking his testimony that ‘the 
trunks he saw down-stairs were taken 
from 144. The witness was forced to ad- 
mit that he only believed the trunks 
seen down-stairs were the same. Mr. Hunt 
was asked oy te he knew the photograph shown 
him was C. A. Preiier, how did he know that 
he had ever seen Preller. He could not say 
how he knew Preller, nor who connected the 
name w ith the man for his benefit. 

Did Mr. Brooks get change at your win - 
dow?“ Fauntleroy asked. 

The admission of the name Brooks was in- 
voluntary, and the atterney bit his lip 
as if vexed when he remembered 
what he had sald. He asked 
the witness if he visited the Morgue and 
‘‘identified the body there as the party you 
call Preller.’’ The witness did not entity 
the body at that time; identification was im 

ossible; it did not dook like the remains ot a 

uman being. When the body was removed, 
and the witness went to see the room 
he was asked if there was confusion there.

BOSSISM. 


THE SECRET OF ED BUTLER’S INFLUENCE 
IN MUNICIPAL APPOINTMENTS. 


How Butler Takes Advantage of Mayor Frau- 
cis’ Gratitude to Secure Office for His 
Henchmen-—The Story of John Begley’s 
Appointment — Francis Commits Himself 
in Writing—A Slight Misunderstanding 
About the Sanitary Corps—Butler’s Special 
Privileges and Private Building Permits. 


Ed Butler, blacksmith and wire-puller, has 
long enjoyed the power attaching to the posi- 
tion ofa political boss. He was largely m- 
strumentai in organizing and controlling the 
Rainwater forces in the last Democratic City 
Convention, and it was by his advice and un- 
der his leadership thatthey went over in a 
body to D. R. Francis and carried 
the nomination for Mayor for the 
wily option dealer. In the election 
which followed Mr. Butler demonstrated that 
his political shrewdness and his numerous re- 
sources were equal to almostany emergency, 
and by his hard work among the hustiers of 
the party and at the ballot- boxes, Butler guc- 
ceeded in pulling victory out of an apparent 
defeat, and made Francis Mayor bya very 
small majority. That Francis is sensible ot 
his obligations to Butler and is desirous of 
acknowjedging them after the ubual 
manner in politics, by pandering to the in- 
satiable greed of bossism for offices, is evident 
in a number of appointments which he has 
made asthe head of the Municipal Govern- 
ment. It may be that Francis is ambitious of 
future political preferment and tbat his grati- 
tude to Butler is of the kind describedas a 
lively appreciation of favors to come; but 
however that may be, his Honor has 
bowed his head to Butler's yoke and the lat- 
ter’ssway in the appointment end of the 


present Ad ministration is almost absolute.

Investigating the Haymarket Riot—Action of 
the Grand-Jury — Packers Decide Against 
Eight Hours—Coal Miners’ Strike Declared 
Off—The Local Labor Situation. 


CA., May 19.—Inspector Bonfield re- 
ceived yesterday from the manufacturers in 
Connecticut what is called a‘‘riot gun’’ for 
use of the city police. It is a center-fire 
wegpon, witha spring needle, and it shoots 
six times without reloading. Its six shells each 
hold nine buckshot, and are a little larger than 
a@2-calibre. It operates rapidly and is said to 
be very effective in scattering a crowd. 
INVESTIGATING THE RIOT 

The Grand-jury took up the hearing of the 
cases of the anarchists this morning. The 
first thing done was the reading to the jury 
the testimony which was taken at the inquests 
held on the remains of Officers Miller, Flavin, 
Redden, De „ Sheehan and Barrett. who 
died from t effects of wounds received in 
the 1 — riot. After this, witnesses to 
the tragedy were heard. 

COLLAPSED STRIKES. 

The strike in the Southwestern Lumber Dis- 
trict has apparently collapsed. All the yards 
are working to-day with all the men whom 
they can provide work for. All the planing- 
milis have also resumed and the metal-wor 
ing establishments report increased forces of 
men at work to-day. The only factorys now 
idle are the furniture shops, and several of 
these have succeeded in resuming on the ten- 
hour plan. 


THE PACKERS. 


Bosses Anxious to Renew the Ten-Hour Sys- 
tem—The Employes Object.

DEATH OF-THE NAPOLEON OF AMERICAN 
7 SWINDLERS. 


A Corker—The Most Notorious and Successfal 


Confidence Operator in the United States— 
‘Bold and Barefaced Swindling—The Be- 
markable Career of a Vermonter. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

New Yorn, May 19.—Plymouth White, alias 
Frank Parke, alias Plin White, the most no- 
torious and successful confidence man who 
ever operated in the United States, died Sun- 
day night at his brother’s home in Reading, 
Vt. The cause of death was a carbuncle on 
the base of his brain.

Deep, resolute eyes were set beneath a lofty, 
projecting forehead. Taken as a whole the 
picture was not unlike a portrait of Bismarck. 
The following memorandum, made by the Bos- 
ton police, was written upon the back of the 
photograph: 

Plin White, confidence man; aged 60; American; 
height, 6 feet 7%; light complexion; weight, 160; 
white hair; baila; whiskers, if grown, will be white. 
Arrested June 15, 1885, by Gerraghty, Watts and 
Howard of Inspector's office for New York City po- 
lice. Discharged July 18; Grand-jury would not in- 
dict him. 

For nearly forty years White, like Wilkie 
Collins’ Capt. Wraggs, was a moral agricul- 
turist. He ploughed, sowed and reaped 
his fellow creatures and an en- 


lightened posterity’’ will doubtless con- 
gratulate him on the uniform excellence of his 
— Born in Wethersfield, Vt., White went 
to Mon ier while yet a lad and learned the 
printer’s trade. oston he set for the 
Atias until — trouble com ed him to 
leave the city. n he went to r, Me., 
where he remained a short time. 1850 he 
came to New York, and here his remarkable 
career began. He set himself up in business 
as a general broker. Everything was fish that 
came into the net. He bought patent rights 
corner lots, silks and diamonds. He founded 
the firm of Wain, Hawkins & White.

and it was not long before he owned a house 
on Fifth avenue. At that time many gold 
hunters had just returned from California with 
dustand nuggets. White left the brok 
firm and speculated in gold. He was as lucky 
as ever and added largely to his fortune. Be- 
ing suspected of complicity in crooked trans- 
actions, White was arrested. He escaped and 
went back to his old Vermont home. There 
he made his neighbors’ eyes open with tales of 
his boundless wealth. An arch hypocrite 
White pretended to be piously inclined, aud 
talked about building a church. Meanwhile 
he continued to lay up treasures on earth. He 
bought land with notes not worth the paper 
they were written on. Then he mo d the 
property and came back to New York with all 
the cash he could lay handson. His gold dust 
operations had enhim a reputation more 
extended than desirable and he spent several 
years in Europe. en he returned White 
systematically swindled everybody who would 
trust him, and he had no trouble in getting 
credit. Thanks to a peculiarly gentle, win- 
ning manner and to an appearance of entire 
frankness, this Napoleon of humb dled 
shrewd business men wherever he went. Un- 
satisfied judgments against him are on the 
records of the cou here to-day. In the 
Court of Common Pleas E. K. French got a 
verdict for $1,656 in April, 1852. In the 
Superior Oourt Joseph Alien and John W.Hoyt 
were awarded 51 on Febru 7, 1838. 
Among the other judgments were the follow- 
ing: ie fs 84, Cyrus Schofield, $10,912; 
March 11, 1857, John Littlefield, $3,504; March 
$1, 1884, Charles French, $2,941; April 17, 1882, 
James W. Barker, $7,394. Mr. French got a 
verdict of $12,588 on February 9, 1856, and 
caused White’s arrest. The prisoner took this 
misfortune with exemplary meekness, as he 
took all others. He completely fascinated 
Sheriff James C. Willett. That tender-hearted 
official, knowing White to be 
AN INCORRIGIBLE ROGUE, 
actually let him out of jail, and when John 
Kelly became Sheriff, at the beginning of 1859, 
White was not among the prisoners. e was 
neither present nor accounted for. French sued 
Willett and the trial revealed the interesting 
fect that White had swindled his own lawyer 
Pans G. Clark, out of large sums. The rasc 
told asto about his large estates in the 
West and a fortune of $100,000 which lay in the 
Sank of England. Some of the man’s exploits 
read like the most extrav nt fiction. cke 
W. Winchester lent him $110,000, without secur- 
ity, and Alderman Libby listened to the 
charmer’s voice to the extent of a sum almost 
as large. White, while he was in the jail in Sher- 
iff Willett’s time, made the acquaintance of 
Under Sheriff James B. Bensell of whom he 
borrowed money and whom he ultimately 
robbed of $50,000. He told Bensell he knew 
the New York nt of several Swiss 
diamond merchants. These men were pressed 
for money and the agent said they would dis- 
yous of the diamonds at a great sacrifice.

price. Bensell was enchanted with the scheme 
and during a few months advanced $300,000 to 
White. here were same bona-fide transac- 
tions but in the end Bensell lost aflarge portion 
of the money.
